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No Such Crowd Was Ever Seen 
Before at the Hetrop-- 
aie 


The Sky-Soraping Build 8 1 
the City-Hall Were Black 
with People. 

Narrow Streets Far Below Writhed 
with Unseeing and Unhappy 
Mortals. 


Brooklyn and Her Raral Friends Gazed 


Without Obstruction on a Won- 
drous Panorama. 


The President and All the Great Men with 
Tickets Went Aoross, and the 
Bridge Held Them Up. 


At This Peint the Excitement and Enthusiasm 
Were Unbeunded—A Brilliant lilu- 
mination. 


New Yorn, May 24—The eighth wonder fof 
the worid—eiguth in point of time, but first ia 
point of significance—was today dedicated to 
the use of the people. Amid the booming of 
caunon, the shrill whistlings of thousands 
of steamers, and the plaudits of great masses 


‘of citizens, the Brooklyn bridge was form- 


ally presented to tbe Cities of New York 
and Brooklyn, the President of the United 
Srates and the officers.of his Cabinet. the Gov- 
ernor of the State of New York and his staff, 
Senators and Representatives from many States 
and Territories, and the Mayors of both the 
cities being approving witnesses of the cere- 
mony. 

As though to make up for the long period of 
inattention, possibly of doubt, as to the bridge, 
Brooklya burst forth today in regal style as au 
entertainer of her distinguished guests. Brook- 
lyn has been rarely honored with the visit of a 
President, yet today it was unmistakable that 
the Chief Magistrate of the Nation was but an 
adjunct of a great event, and not himself the 
priacipal attraction. 

The chatter about the occurrence of the 
bridge-opeaning on Queen Victoria’ s gbIrthday is 
only amusing, now the great ceremony is over, 
but it is simply fair to remember that, while the 
Bridge Trustees bad no thought of 
hoooring her Britannic Majesty ia 
the selection of the: day, they unconsciously 
enlisted the clerk of the weather on their side 
by it. “Queen's weather is a proverb in Eu- 
gland and Ireland, and, despite the sinister as- 
pect of the sky until long past midnight of 
Wednesday, it asserted itself today. Up to an 
early hour visions of a bedraggied procession, 
a wet and uncomfortabie President, dispirited 
Trustees, damp orators, and an umbrella: roofed 
auditory must have filled the minds of the 
Bridge Trustees. But with 5 o'clock came the 
sun, and, as it struck the cobwebby cables and 
lines of the great bridge, throwmg into 


4 bold relief against the biue sky every strand 


of wire and every protruding nut and 
boft and rivet, it was felt that, whatever other 
signiticatice the th of May might ha ve. it cer- 
tainly would prove an auspicious day for the 
bridge. 

A TRANSFORMED CITY. 

As though by magic Brooklyn seemed to greet 
the God of bay. It nad retired to rest a modest, 
quiet, unassuming community. It rose with 
the lark dressed in gala attire, a very bride for 
blushes and roset. Stuid Fulton street was 
never soradiant. Every touse fthuttered from 
its windows u dozen welcomes to the bridge. 
From the Eagle newspaper building and the 
building of the Union Newspaper establishment, 
and even from every structure from ‘the 
river's edge, a block below, to the city ball 
this street seemed a very maze of bright and 
biending colors. No storekeeper bad failed 
to give some token of his joy and of the city's 
pride over the completion of the majestic span, 
which bas grown ulmost like a spider's web un- 
der the eye. Having determined to celebrate, 
Brooklyn celebrated in earnest. The day wasa 
holiday in all senses, and participated in by ail. 

TUE CROWDS. 

The city was crowded yesterday and early this 
morning by thousands who came from. the 
suburbs and other cities intent on seeing 
the sights. At all the approaches to the bridge 


vast crowds had assembled at early morning, 


and bere were tound many of 
the features of old-country fairs. Itia- 
erant venders of refreshments, olly- tongued 
dispensers of wonderful packugesof jewelry and 
candy at marvelous low rates, traveling pho- 
tographers, street preachers, and conjurors, and 
even Aunt Saily’s éstablishment under one of 
the branches of the Brooklyn anchorage lent 
color and variety to the scene. Everywhere the 
crowds were orderly, and although large de- 
tuchments of police were on the ground their 
services were little needed. 
PARADE. 

The feature of the celebration attracted more 
of popular interest and attention than the 
parade of the military contingent, made up of 
the National Guard and attachments from the 
United States reguiar forces, representing the 
army and navy. From the armory of the 
Twenty-third Regiment to the point of forma- 
tion in Remsen street, the sidewalks were lined 
with masses of spectators, who made the mast 
of the slight opportunity thus afforued them of 
participating ac@lvely in the general festivities. 
Around and about the beadquarters of the 
Marshal, and in the immediate vicinity of 
the City-Hall, crowds of sight-seers surged, 
noting every movement of preparation. The 
appearance of a detachment of the Fifth Artil- 
lery, U. S. A., anda battalion of United States 
marines, was zreeted with cheers. and when the 
Twenty-third came upon the scene the eu- 
thusiasm of the crowd was animated in the ex- 
treme. Promptness characterized every move- 
ment of the troops, and when the hands of the 
City-Hall clock poiffted to the hour of noon, the 
time designated for the formation of the line, 
everything was in readiness. ~ 

Shortly after 12 the march was taken up. the 
procession passing through Clinton street to 
Pierrepont, from thence through Henry st 
to Middagb, and crussing Fulton 
street at that point, approached 
the entrance of the bridge at Sands 
strect. All along the route the strects were alive 
with eager crowds, while gaily-decorated bulid- 
ings, the waving of handkerchiefs, and cheers 
and plaudits made up a scene never to be for- 
gotten. Upon arriving at the bridge the escort 
formed a line in Sands street facing south, and 
presented arms, while guests passed along to 
the front to elevated plat forms in the arches of 
the depot building. The marines immediately 
after took a post on the plattorm. The United

OLIVER AMES. 

Lieut.-Gov. Oliver Ames, of Massachusetts, 
arrived at the Grand Pacific Hotel yesterday 
from the West in company with John I. Blair. 
of New Jersey, for many years so prominent in 
railroad matters. When asked about an alleged 
conversation between bimself and James G 
Blaine in reference to the Presidential oomilna- 
tion, which uppeared recently as a second-hand 
interview in a Chieazo paper. Mr. Ames said 
that Mr. Blaine bad said to bim that the Repub- 
neun vuminee iu 184 would first of ail have to 
be a protective tariſt man: secondiy. a man 
not identified with any wing of the purty, as 
be and Uonkliug were; and, laetly, he would 
have to be a Western man, and he cvuld see to 
other man who came up to these requirements 
better thau Justice Miller. In refereuce to Bua 
Butler, Mr. Ames said that while they were po- 
liticalenemies they were socially the best of 
friends. He regarded Gov. Butler as (fie keen- 
est and wrighest man of his time, who just 
missed being a great man. White the Governor 
had never stated to him that he expected the 
nomination or was workiug for it, he had said 
that matters might assume such shape as to 
compel the Democrats to cast their eyes in his 
direction. if they swept the elections this next 
autumn they would not need him, but if the 
results were a close shave his stock would gu up. 
Mr. Ames sald he considered Gov. Butler the most 
dangerous wan to the success of the Kepublicaa 
party that the Demoerats could nomioate owmg 
to his wreat personal strength with the worktng- 
classes, and because of the many friends be had 
among Republicans.

The Vice-President of the Pennusylva- 
nia Compauy Explains the Beneficent 
Effects of Pooling. 

INDIANAPOLAS, Ind., May 2%4.—{Special.]—J. 
N. MeOullough, Vice-President of the Pennsy!- 
vania Company, was in the city today, and re- 
marked that be was feeling much easter in the 
railroad interests of the country than he did a 
few weeke ago. The signs of the times were de- 
cidediy better. He spent last week ia New 
York attending the meetings held there, and 
had come to the conclusion that they 
bad a live trunk-line ol. He said 
that untl now he had bat little 
faith in pooling agreements, but when he, as be 
did lust week. saw Presidents of railroads come 
up and pay from $4,000 to 6125. 000 in cas to com- 
petiug lines to equalize percentages, he was 
sutistied it meant business. The unanimity with 
whieh the members of the truak-line pool had 
approved of Commissioner Fink punishing roads 
by shutting them from Eastern connections 
where agents bad been evading the pooling 
agreement by cutting rates had dote much to 
confirm his belief that pools were to bea grand 
success. He said that bereafter he proposed 
that the lines under his control should fully 
inaintain rates. 

In answer to the question. Will not the roads 
when they get pools at ali the prominent rall- 
way centres solid, advance rates?” Mr. MeCul- 
lough said. No, sir, I have not talked with a 
railroad official who favors such an idea. Ali 
are Opposed to exorbitant or arbitrary rates. 
All that the railway managements want is taic 
compensation for carrying freigbts, and, as in 
tber business, they are entitied to that much. 
The interests of the railways and shippers are 
mutual; prosperity of one means 
me. prosperity’ of the other. Rates 
are all right now. What railroad men 
want pow is good crops, so they.can feed labor- 
ers at low prices. If a man cad unn bis beily at 
fair prices the country is always prosperous and 
there is no talk about strikes, riots, etc.” 

He said for & few weeks to come the crop 
question would be the one over which railwa 
men wou!d be the most anxious. Roadbeds an 
8 all over the country were in splendid 
condition, and with even fair crops the railroads 
would be prosperous and business- men gener- 
ally as well.

Strikers Borethiy Take Pessevsion of 
Mines at Collinsville and Troy. 
EDWARDSVILLE, III., May %,-—(Speetal.]— 


of this and adjoining districts formed a general 
strike, and since that time very little work has 
been done. Several mines at Collinsville and 
elsewbere being equipped with iron, the men 
uu ve succecded ia coutinuing operations ou a 
small seale, aided by non-union emplosés. 
Very littie demonstration has been noted among 
the misers until this morniag. when they col- 
lected in large numbers from Belleville, Oasey- 
ville, and elsewhere in St. Clair County, at Col- 
Unsville and Troy, tnis county, and forcivly 
took control and ordered ail laborers 
out and of the pretuises. They 
entered these town in solid bodies of from 400 
and upwards. armed with revolvers and clubs, 
and beaded by martial music. Sherif Holtz. of 
this county, is at present at Colitasville, backed 

by a strong posse, ana be bas also placed a simi- 
lar body at Troy. The Edwardeville Guards, 
Company F. Fifth Regiment, Liinois National 
Guard, stauoned in. this city, reecived a tele 
gram from Gov. Hamilton this eveaing ordering 
them to bold themselves in réadiness to proceed 
to Collinsville ön short notice, and about 9 
o'clock this evening Licut. Truitt received a 
telegram from Soeriil Holt at 
Cullinevifie in forming dim that he bad just tele- 
graphed bis inability to disperse tae mob, and 
bis urgent need of military aid, and the com- 
mand bere are mowenmtarily expecting orders. 

Au uncouürmed rumor Ras it aa the mob, 
not satisfied with gaining possession of the wise 
properties, have begowe very unruly and up- 
wattareable, that several Deputy Sheriffs 
un vo been rougaly bandied. This delief is wur- 
ramied, however, by the last dispatch of Sheriff 
Hotz reveived here. As yet no ttoudie bas arisen 
nere. althohygt the mines have been closed for 
some weeks.

: GOV. HAMILTON’S ACTION. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., May 24.— [Special.]— Gov. 
Hamilton was tod notified ef the trouble at 
the coal mines at linsviile, the operators of 
the mines asking for troops to quell dtsturb- 
ances. Inu response, the Governor notitied the 
applicants to call upon the Sberiffs of Madison 
aud La Salle Counties for protection, and also 
directed those officers to assembie such a posse 
as wight bo necessary for the purpose, and if 
they were unable to control the men 
the Executive furnish military 
upon otheia Hi Gov.

The Impen dings Strike of the ron 
workers at Bay View, Milwaukee. 
MILWAUKEE, Wis., Mas 24.—The “ strixe ” 
movement seems to owe its vitality, both at 
Bay View abd at Pittsburg, to those men whose 
earnings are bigh, and w ciroumstanees are 
cousequently such as will enable them fo with- 
stand a protracted period of idigness. This is 
more particularly true of the “rollers,” whose 
earnings are large and who empioy a number 
of subordinates, who have both a voice and a 
vote in the affairs of the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion, Which gives the “ rollers” considerable 
influence. There is not lacking a very large 
number who are opposed to the tureatened 
strike. se men do not hesitate to express 
the hope that it will end in the distuterra don of 
the present upion. This class ts composed of lu- 
teliigent and rational men. They denounce as 
imptactitcal and absurd the idea of a few men at 
Pittsburg leyisiat for labor throughout the 
eutire country, and attemptmg to establish a 
uniform scale Of pieces over 80 Yast a territory, 
where there is such ea wide diversity of condi- 
tions and cireuimstasces. 

The impending strike is already producing its 
effects in Bay View. Quite a Humber of the 
mou, including some of the best citizens of the 
village, have found homes and employment 
elsewbere, and there cen but tittle doubt that 
the shutting down of milis June 1 will be 
the signal tor a goueral exodus. Atwo mouths’ 
strike among the rolling-mili bands employed in 
Milwavkee'’s progressive little suburb will put 
the Bay View workingmenin the same ¢ondi- 
tio they were during the dull period of some 
tive Years ago. And ail this, (he workingwen of 
Bay View complain, becau the Eastern men 
with President Jarrett at .. head wish to rule 
the labor market.

MILWAUKEE, Wis, May 24.—President Potter 
is not a member of the Western Iron Manufact- 
urers Association, nor was the North Ubicago 
Rolling- Mil Company represented at auy of the 
meetings heid by the masters and men at Pitis- 
burg, aod for that reason a lockout at Bay View 
Millis, near this city, is not tikeiy to 
dome with the rising sun of June 1. On 
the other haad men bere will wait till 
the trouble is settled at Pittsburg, aud President 
Potter, it is thought, will then demand a reoduc- 
tion of wuges only when driven by bis company.

The most important question at Bay View is 
whether the men can be d every two weeks, 
us at Pittsburg, and avoid the credit system at 
stores. The different circumsianves of the 
workmen at Bay View from those at 
Pittsburg lead them to believe that the Amal- 
gumated Association should uailow different 
rules of yovernment, and that there sbould be a 
system of districts tutroduved, each district to 
be governed according to the needs of the lo- 
cality.

THE QUEEN'S BIRTHDAY. 


Dinner Given in its tenor by the Brit- 
ish Miimister at Washingteon—In Can- 
ada. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 24.—[Speciai.]}~—The 
Hon. Lionel. Sackville-West, British Minister, 
tonight gave a dinner to the Diplomatic corps, 
the members of the Cabinet, and a tew others 
in honor of tho birthday of Queen Victoria. The 
guests were: Secretary Teiler, Chief-Justice 
Waite, Gen. Sherman, Admiral Porter, Senator 
Miller, of California; Mr. John Davis, Assistant 
Secretary of State; the Ministers of Portugal, 
Spain, Belgiam, Austria, Fran Chili, Brazil, 
Japan, the Argentine Republic, Germuny, Ha- 
wail, Peru, tbe Netherlands, Russia, 
and Italy: Messrs. Adee, Chew, and 
Brown, of the State Department; Com- 
mander Green. of the Dispatch, and Messrs. 
Saurin Howard, Chariton, and Johustoue, of the 
British Legation. 

The President and all the Cabinet, except 
Secretary Leiber, are absent from the city, aud 
sent their regrets. Mr. West sat at the bead of 
the table, with Gen. Suerman opposit, the Ger- 
man Minister on bia right, and Chief-Justice 
Waite on his left. The table desorgdons were 
superb, the principal attractions being the floral 
designé, which consisted of «a central crown 
composed of red curnations sur mounted by a 
white carnation. On either side were tbe flags 
of America and England, designed fn red, white, 
and blue tmmorteiles, and white Carnations. 
Tbe remainder of the table was tilled with mar- 
nifivent bouquets in the form of hearts and dia- 
monds. The whole wasset off by the grouping 
of silver and cut-giass ware, which lent richness 
and brillfancy to the scene. 

There were hut two toasts, which were drunk 
standing. Chief-Justice Waite proposed: The 
Queen and the Royal Familiy. and Miniscer 
West responded with “The President and Cabi- 
net, and the Diplomatie Corps.” There were no 
other speeches. The event was designed to 
celebrate the birthday of the Queen, with 
as little ceremony as possibile. It was an le- 
gaunt affair, and was finished before II o'clock, 
when the guests retired to the smoking-room 
for coffee and brandy. There was no disturb- 
unce outside, and the police force bad nothing 
todo.

Senators Hereley and Cloonau, in a majority ro- 
Ort iu which appeared thecunning band of Tom 

erritt, tell back on the cogstitudonal provis- 
ion regardimg the nomiuation and contirmation 
of Justices of the Peace, complained that there 
was oo reasonabie or just assignment of cause 

or the rejecuon of those who bad been re- 
Nute upon adversely, and charged that the 
wetion of the majority had been prompted 
by feelings of political bias. Against alli 
this they entered a formal protest, 
deciared that the rejected ones were just as 
good as the rest,and characterized the ma- 
jority’s action as indetensibie, as a rebuke to 
the Chicago judiciary, and as au applicadon of 
the machinery ot the Senate to unworthy ana 
questionable ends. in couciusion, the minority 
indulged tn the threat that this action made it 
probuble that the business of the General As- 
sembiy would be seriousiy if not fataily ob- 
structed, and recommended the coufirinauon of 
the whole batch as they came from the Gov- 
ernor. 
IN EXECUTIVE SESSION, 

The Senate{promptiy went into executive ses- 
sion, lobbyists were barred, and Juseph Chester- 
tield Mackin and Ike Abrahams reiuctantly 
witbdrew to the outer regions. After a deal of 
useless talk as to the order of confirmation, the 
Democrats endeavoring to omnibus througu 
the Whole jot as they came from the Governor, 
the Senate bégan at the South Side and con- 
firmed Brown, Brayton, Hammer, and Welch, 
one at a time and without any difficulty, Repub- 
licans and Demoerats voting for them alike. The 
first snag was struck on reaching Prindivilie. All 
the Democrats present voted for him, of course, 
and so did the following Republicans: Fifer, 
Morris, Rice, Sunderiand, TUrrance, and Whit- 
ing. Rive explained bis own position and that 
ot his ive Kepublican comrades by saying that 
he must have some reason for refusing to con- 
tirm and pone had been offered. 

Evans, Ainsworth, Ficteber, Hogan, Mason, 
Tubdbs, and White, Repubdiicans, did not vote. 
Bridges, Edwards, Kelly, Lemma, and Rinehart, 
Democrats, were absent. 

PRINDIVILLE DEFEATED. 

The vote stood, yeas. 20, nays 18. Mr. Prindi- 
ville lacked just six votes of enough. Tom 
Merritt voted no at the last minute, and moved 
to reconsider. Senator Tanner moved to 
table, but the motion was lost, Merritt 
then moved to postpone a reconsideration until 
next Thursday. This was also lost, The 0 
cratic leader thereupon uncorked bis indigna- 
tion over the alleged partisan conduct of the 
Republican majority. and insisted that they 
could not afford to overrule the Governors 
recommendation without some changes or at 
least a show of reason. Walker, Laning, and 
Archer barped fora while on the same string 
and were followed by Rice, who demanded pub- 
lie reasous for refusing to vote for Prindiville's 
coutirmation. Morris defended his vote in 
muca the same way. Ciough retorted 
that the Democrats alone bad raised 
the political issue, and more than intimated that 
there were good and sufficient reasons outside 
of politics tor Prindiville’s rejecdon. If he and 
the others against whom the committee report- 
ed were rejected the Judges would send down 
other Democrats in their stead. Duncan inti- 
mated that because the majority of the Judges 
were Republicans they would do no such thing. 

DOWN TO HARD-PAN. 

Condee explained that the Cook County Sena- 
tors, know the character of the nominees, 
bud taken off the Governor's shoulders by and 
with the Governor's consent the responsi- 
biluy of passing upon a question of 
which ne coutd know bat little.

KERSTEN AND THORNTON HUNG UP. 

Kersten was the next on thelist. Hereley 
made a fervent appeal for bim, and twenty Re- 
publicans relented about this time and voted 
for his confirmation. Eight Republicans voted 
against him. Hereley then had the satisfaction 
of retiecting that if his brother Democrats had 
not belted his man mignt have received twenty- 
six votes. The retiection bas been wormwood 
and gal! to dim and the other Democrats ever 
since. Mr. Kersten was not contirmed. Thorn- 
ton got the same number of votes and fell by the 
wayside. 

The executive session rose and the Senate ad- 
journed until Saturday evening, when it will be 
nominally called to order and adjourn from day 
to day until next Thursday. 


THE HOUSE. 
THE CRIMINAL INSANE, 

SPRINGFIELD, III., May 24.—[Special.]—When 
the bill appropriating $40,000 for an asyium for 
the crimnal insane at Chester came up, the mo- 
tion of Mr. Baker to strike out the enacting 
words was lost. 

Mr. Crafts followed with a motion to reduce 
the amount to $30,000, which was supported by 
Mr. Linegar. Mr. Messick, on the Republicau 
side, opposed the whole appropriation, and de- 
clared there had been such extravagance at the 
Chester Penitentiary that all of the inmates 


there could have been maintained at the best 
hotel in the State for the amount of money 
which has been expended there. 


DEFENSE OF THE BILL. 


Mr. Yancey made a vigorous defense of the 
bill in the interest of bumanity. He recited the 
investigation which had been made into the 
subject of the criminal insane, together with 
the fact that those confined in insune bospitais 
cost the State $1,200 each per annum, while this 
bili proposed an appropriation which wouid not 
exceed $400 per capita. re was not a sub- 
stantial reason why the institution shuuld not 


be built, but every consideration demanded its 


construction. Quibbies as to the location had 
been raised, but it was a fact that with aa abun- 
dance of building material and ampie property 
Cuester was u better point for the asylum than 
any other suggested. 

GETTING RID OF AMENDMENTS. 


Crafts’ amendment was then rejected, and the 
$40,000 proposidon reported by the committee 
was adupted. 

Mr. Rountree offered an amendment to trans- 
fer the Seuthern Normal Schoo! building at Car- 
bondale to we penitentiary authorities, to be 
prepared for the reception of insane criminals, 
and appropriating $20,0U0 to make the necessary 
improvements and alterations in the building 
for that purpose. 

It didat take the House long to dispose of this 
ridiculous proposition by voting it down. Mr. 
Brink made his maiden speech of the sessiou in 
favor of the amendment, which assisted in its 
premature death. 

FOR CHICAGO’S CONVENIENCE. 

r. Amendatury Crafts then came to the front 

aghin with an amendment to build the asylum 
at Jollet in place of Chester. His argument was 
that Chicago would send more people to the 
penitentiary and to the insane asylums than all 
of the rest of the State, and therefore it would 
be a matter of convenience and economy, espe- 
cially in the matter of transportation of pris- 
obers. 
Mr. Yancey said be had guessed about right 
when be.conciuded the opposition to the bil! 
came from the northern part of the State, which 
was jealously attempting to abolish the Chester 
Peniteutiary. The argument of Crafts was not 
good, because puulic policy would dictate taking 
the criminals from that city as far away from 
Chicago as possibie, and piacmmg them in the 
purer atmosphere of Southern L[ilinois. 

Mr. Seyster, in order to get in a speech, offered 
a further amendment to locate the asylum at 
the Eastern Hospital for the insane at Kanka- 
kee. Both of these amendments were rejected, 
and the bill was oraered to a third reading. 


SHAWNEETOWN. 


The Shawneetown Appropriation bill occupied 
the afternoon. It was tavored by McUartuey, 
Gregg. Linegar, Haines, and others, and opposed 
by Kountree, who stirred up a hornet’s nest by 
8a he bad been informed that the 
bill was a job in the interest of a big fee 
for lawyers.

Farmers were not 
unmindtul of that, and consequently took no 
chaaces. No fewer thao forty car-luads of seed- 
corn from Nebraska were transferred from the 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy to the lihnois 
Central at this point, and that several 
more car-loads were left here and disposed 
of to farmers, besides What passed through 
for transfer at other points east of here. While 
Small grain generaliy bas been retarded in 
growth in consequence of the cold weather, yet 
there is nothing in its appearance that would 
indicate a poor crop.

ENGLAND is doing all it canto stimulate 
the growth of the wheat industry of India. 
That country is now, next to the United 
States, the greatest in the business of supply- 
ing England with bread. It has pushed 
Russia, whien used to be a close second to us, 
into the third place. An East Indian paper 
of recent date says that with a view to de- 
velop the export trade from Indiate Great 
Britain the through railway rates on wheat 
and other grains and seeds from Deli, Agra, 
and Bombay have been lowered 19 per 
cent. This is equal to a reduction of the 
price of Indian wheat in the Liverpool 
market of at t 36 cents a quarter. 
A correspo uetlon of rates is 
looked for on East Indian Railway. In 
addition to king transportation cheaper 
on the existinc roads the English dre pre- 
paring plans for an extension of the railroad 
system inte new fields. It is also buildung 
an extensive network of canals. The En- 
gligh teel that so long as the protectionists 
in the United States forbid them to sell 
cheap goods to the farmers in this country 
it is not to their interest to buy of us any 
more than they can help. They preier to 
trade where the reciprocity of trade is recog- 
nized. The capabilities of the North India 
peninsula are sufficiently great and the com- 
pensation for which the Hindoo Is willing to 
work is sufliciently low to make it well worth 
the while of our farmers to ponder carefully 
how far their interests are conserved by a 
financial system that arives our best customer 
to look elsewhere for its supplies. With the 
enormous extent of new wheat country that 
is being opened by the Northern Pacific, the 
Canadian Pacific, the Manitoba line, and the 
Indian railways, itis entirely possible that 
the prices of wheat may undergo a revolu- 
tionary change. There is hardly any such 
thing — as a glut of wheat for the 
world, for the number of mouths that would 
like to have white bread and have none is 
yet counted by tens of millions. But there 
can easily be such a thing as a glut of wheat 
for farmers who think they must have a dollar 
a bushel for it. If there ever is such a glut 
of wheat in the markets, if notin the mouths, 
as to force down its price the inevitable re- 
sult will be a readjustment of the tariff, 
which lowers the purchasing power of our 
wheat. If this follows the glut will not be 
an unmixed calamity. 
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THE CZAR’S CORONATION AND ITS 
LESSONS. 

Tus Trispune from day to day has fur- 
nished its readers with very complete details 
of the pomp and pageantry attendant upon 
the ceremonies preliminary to the coronation 
of the Czar, which occurs Sunday- next. 
That day the ruler of nearly a hundred mill- 
jona of people will ascend the throne of his 
ancestors in the ancient Capital of his Em- 
pire and place the crown upon his brow. 
Every European State and many of those in 
Asia have sent their Envoys to do honor to 
the occasion, and the ceremony will be at- 
tended by surroundings of extraordinary 
splendor, Its barbaric gorgeousness and ex- 
ternal glitter carry one back to the ancient 
days of Oriental magnificence. It does not 
belong to the world of today. It is vulgar, 
garish, and tawdry —a huge marionet show to 
delight the Russian peasantry and keep them 
quiet by keeping them entertained. What 
would be thought of a coronation, or a royal 
holiday of any kind, in a Western nation 
where millions of pies, millions of cigarets, 
and pound packages of nuts and lollipops 
were provided for distribution among the 
people? 

Alexander III. approaches a throne whose 
history is red with murder and assasination. 
Nihilism killed his father, and before his 
father’s time its eccupants reached it by 
murder only to be murdered in their turn. 
The assasination of monarchs by their rivals, 
however, is not as common now as it was 
previous tw the last century. Itis the tash- 
ion now for.monarchs to ‘persecute, impris- 
on, and murder their subjects and for thei 
subjects to murder them in blind revenge. 
This fate overtook Alexander II. It has 
threatened Alexander LiL, and that he fears 
} it is evidenced in every detail of the corona- 
tlon program. It is to be held in the Krem- 
lin, the strongest citadel in Russia, which 
even Napoleon Bonaparte could not over- 
throw. The ever-present fear of assasina- 
tion haunts the Czar. An overwhelming ar- 
ray of troops lines every street through which 
he passes. The army of Russia stands guard 
over him and over every witness of his coro- 
nation, No householder is allowed to rent 
hissteps or windows to persons for whose 
character he cannot vouch and who have not 
previously been searched by the police. Un- 
less there should be treachery among the 
troops, it would be impossible for a con- 
spirator to break through the deuse files of 
goldiery which surround the Czar at every 


A large } point, In one of the strongest citadels in 


Europe and surrounded by soldiers he will 
place the crown upon an anxious head with 
nervous fingers. Without that army he: 
could never be crowned. 

Under such circumstances he may be 
crowned without injury, but this is only a 
hollow form. He will be no more Czar than 
heis now. The old grievances and discon- 
tents will remain and continue to work. It 
has been stated that the Revolutionary Com- 
mittee have never intended to interfere with 
the coronation ceremony, but that their pur- 
pose is to wait and see if he will grant their 
demands after he is crowned. It is in- 
@évitable that the old conflict between 
the autocrat and Nihilism must be renewed, 
and it is this conviction which has inspired 
the fear he could not be crowned in safety. 
It is this secret power and the knowledge of 
its demands which hus led him to hedge him- 
selfin with bayonets... Those demands are 
not unreasonable. They simply ask for the 
same degree of constitutional representative 
government enjoyed by other European 
people, for identically the same rights which 
Russia herself has secured for the Slavs of 
Roumania, Bulgaria, and Servia, who are in

UNSCRUPULOUS METHODS AT SPRING- 
FIELD. 

The latest expedient suggested at Spring- 
field to defeat the reform-license measure is 
an intimation that the bill in question has 
been damaged beyond repair because Mr. 
Gregg. In his amendment, used the words 
„resulting from“ instead of the words 
“arising from,” which was the phraseology 
ot the title to the original bill. It is also 
claimed that this slight verbal mistake was 
subsequently corrected, and that the correc- 
tion was so heinous an offense that the bill 
and its underlying principles ought to be 
condemned incontinently on that account, 
The true statement of the case seems to be 
that the word “resulting” was used in a 
printed copy of the bill instead of the word 
“arising.” both of which in this instance 
have preci the same meaning, and 
that the printer’s errer was corrected. 
The Constitution provides simply that 
“Every bim and all amemiments 
thereto shall be printed before the vote is 
taken On its final passage.“ It would be 
clearly absurd, however, to contend that a 
bill which had passed three readings, had 
been printed with all amendments, and had 
been guarded by all the technicalities pre- 
scribed by the Constitution and the legisia- 
tive manual inust fail because of a printer’s 
error or eareless proof-reading in the title 
which does not affect the meaning or intent 
of the measure, or because such verbal mis- 
take has been correeted. A disposition to 
fall back upon so poor a quibble as this not 
only reveals the desperation of certain men 
in the Legislature in their desire to earn the 
money which has been paid over to thein by 
the Liquor League, but also indicates that 
they fear the bill may pass if it can ever be 
brought to the final step in the slow proc- 
ess of legislation. All the efforts directed 
agaiut the License bill have been indirect 
andrascally. The obstructive policy pursued 
by the Democrats in the McNally case 
was adopted with a view to preventing the 
consideration of any license measure. The 
debauching of Rook and the alleged corrup- 
tion of Kendall and Mitchell were resorted 
to in order to break a quorum, and thus re- 
tard the progress of the bill. One of Haines’ 
schemes is to contend for separate and indi- 
vidual action for the postponement of every 
bill pending in the House in order to reach 
the License bill—a course that would con- 
sume about a month’s time, Finally, the 
auibble about the accidental use of “ reanit- 
ma for arising in the titie, and the out- 
cry against the correction of the wistake, is 
the reductio ad absurdum of the opposition. 
All this shows that the Democrats cannot 
maintain their fight against the bill on its 
merits, and are afraid to meet the issue 
squarely, notwithstanding the anxiety of 
some of their leaders to secure their share of 
the corruption fund which the Liquor League 
has sent to Springtieid. If there is any 
decency left on the Democratic side a 
Illinois Legislature it ought to protest 
against the unfair methods which have deen 
and are being employed to prevent an open 
and honest consideration of the measure. 


1uDGES ‘AND JURIRS. 

The success of the jury system depends 
very much upon the conduct of the Judges. 
It is not to be denied that a great deal of the 
laxity in its administration is attributable to 
the carelesness and apparent indifference ot 
our Judges. 

It has in the past been the most common 
thing in the world to hear a Judge when the 
persons appeared who had been summoned 
to do jury duty in his court begin proceed- 
ings by saying in an inviting tone: Now, 
those who have excuses come forward first.” 
Under such circumstanees every one has an 
excuse. When the presiding Judge Invites 
the citizen to trump up an excuse it Is idle to 
expect the average business-inan, in Chicago 
at least, not to be quick-wittel enough to 
think of some convincing reason why the 
immunity whichis proffered should not be 
had. 

The contempt which is overcoming the 
courts of law as the result of the apparent 
impossibility of making them carry out their 
origmal purpose of punishing crime or ar- 
resting mischief seems to have at last aroused 
sume of our Chicago Judges to the fact that 
they had some positive duties to perform in 
the maintenance of the jury system. The 
proceedings before several of the city Judges 
Monday on the occasion of the impaneling 
of the juries for the May term revealed that 
acyclone of good resolutions had simulta- 
neously swept through several judicial 
minds. Instead of being encouraged to ex- 
cuse themselves the citizens were exhorted 
to stand by the performance of their duty. 

Judge Gary, by his action in refusing to let 
some business-men go because they had al- 
leged affairs of importance to attend to, in- 
dicated that the almost revolutionary idea 
had seized his mind that private concerns 
were not a Wod reason for neglecting public 
ones. Judge Barnum declared that if we 
were to have juries of busy and competent 
men instead of juries of good-for-nothing 
idlers it was absolutely necessary to take 
business-men from their stores. Every 
man,” he said, must sacrifice a part of his 
time to do his share of jury duty.” His 
pertinent remark that many whe are loudest 
in their condemnation of. the courts are 
those who, instead of performing their duty 
as citizens and showing their patriotism. 

take advantage of every possible excuse ‘that 
can be brought forward te escape this oner- 
ous but necessary service to the State is 3 
deserved rebuke to a large part of our ber- 
ter classes,“ who are never tired of deelalm- 
ing about the corruption of the body politic, 
and never fail to run away from the oppor- 
tunity to do their duty in the jury-box and in 
politics.

There 
were fifty-seven present in Judge Barnum's 
court out of 100 who had beeu summoned, 
and fifty-one out of seventy-five in Jude 
Jameson's court, none of whom, we are 
glad to notice, got vif on business ex- 
cuses. It businese-men have anything nore 
umpurtant to attend to than doing their 
share te keep up the administration of jus- | 
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large a number of those who are summoned 

reveals a state of facts on which it will re- 
pay those who think they are living under 
the rule of free institutions to ponder long. 
It is stated that the names taken off for jury 
service are copied from the poll-lists, and 
that these poll-lists are in large part made up 
of fictitious names. Every seventh one of the 
persons on these lists cannot be found by the 
Baillffs, and a considerable proportion of those 
who are discovered declare that they are not 
citizens. To such an extent has fraudulent 
voting been carried on in this city that the 
poll-lists contain a nuniber of fictitious names 
used by repeaters almost equal to the total 
qualified jurors impaneled each year.

He has been labormg man- 
fully for years in the editorial sauctum or 
outside on the stump and amoung the prac- 
tical politicians of his party in behalf of “a 
tariff for revenue only —a phrase which ex- 
cludes all recognition of the protection doe- 
trine. Ile has been espedially active and ag- 
gressive of late. He has served notice on 
his party that it can be saved trom death and 
destruction only througit a frank avowal of 
free-trade principles. Ho has demanded the 
rejection of Randall, the most formidable 
candidate for the Speakership ef the next 
House of Representatives, on account of the 
latter’s allianee wish the protected classes of 
Pennsylvania. He hes put forward a rev- 
au ue-teform candidate of his own in the per- 
son of Mr. Carlisle, ef Keutucky. He has 
fairly shrieked and howled for revenue-re- 
form every day these many months, And 
all to what purpose ?

The 
Stateof Kentucky is pretty thoroughly im- 
bued with the eld Henry Clay theories. The 
City of Louisville has an ambition to do the 
manufacturing for a large part of the South, 
and its enterprisitg men discern a great ad- 
vantage in buying cotton at free-trade prices 
and manufacturing and selling it at the 
double prices which the protective system 
promises. The one important incident 
of the Kentucky State Convention shows 
that Mr. Watterson has made no headway 
against the deep-rooted prejudices of his 
State, which regard the legacy of Henry 
Clay’s fame as sacred and his tariff notions 
as infallible; nor against the selfish interests 
of his own city and county, which hope for 
exorbitant profits under the protection sys- 
tem; nor against the practical politicians, who 
insist that “trimming is the only safe pol- 
icy in the face of an approaching Presiden- 
tial campaign. It may be that Mr. Watter- 
son was entirely right in characterizing the 
Democratic politicians of Kentucky as a 
“set of d—d fools,” but that frank state- 
ment of the case does not alter the faet that 
his own hearty and evidently sincere appeals 
in behalf of revenue-reform have found no 
general response from the Democratic party 
as a political machine. 


WAS ST. GEORGE OF ENGLAND A 
FRAUDULENT CONTRACTOR? 

It has ever been urged by the numerous 
enemies of Ireland, particularly her Anglo-

But it remained for an Englishman—the 
Hon. Henry Labouchére, M. P.—to gratify 
fully the saint-loving Irish mind dy showing 
that the boss English saint—to wit: “ George 
of Cappadocia ’—he ot the Dragon-fight, of 
chivalric renown, and of the Garter—who is 
reterred to iu every English nursery-book, 
schoo!-reader, and history as the personitica- 
tion of goudness and virtte—Wwas (we régret 
to say it, but there seems to be no doubt 
about it—an Englishman has said it) “a 
fraudulent contractor”! Hereis what Mr. 
Labouchere says in the London Truth of 


May 10: 


Several correspondents write to ask me whence 
Iderive my knvwiedge that our patron saint 
was a fraudulent evuntractor. From Gibbon, 
Chap. XVII. The following is the passage:

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Tnovan it is indispensable that trial by

Tun English Egyptian Canal Committee 
have adopted a resolution setting forth the 
necessity for a new canal to relieve the Suez 
Canal, and will meet in July to consider 
which of the three schemes submitted is the 
most feasibie.

The third is a new canal, parallel 
with the present one, which M. de Lesseps 
also claims as his route by virtue of cessions 
from the Egyptian Government. It is not 
provable, however, if the Euglish deeide 
upon the third*scheme, that they will recog- 
nize any of De Lesseps’ rights, being in 
possession of the territory themselves.

YESTERDAY. 
: THE PROCLAMATION. 

Moscow, May 24.—(Specia! Cabte. ] Tho proc- 
lamation of the coronation was the event of to- 
day. The prociamation by the heralas that the 
coronation of. the Emperor had been fixed 
for Sunday at the Cuthedral of the Assump- 
tion is one ot the most interesting spectacies 
as far as the public are concerned, they being 
absolutely shut out of any view whatever of 
the coronation ceremonies. 

In the space between the Senate House and 
the arsenal as early as 8 o'clock a large number 
of people had assembled. The place was kept 
clear by mounted and foot police, who discharged 
their duties with good temper, but there was no 
attempt to preserve order when the heralds 
threw copies amoung the spectators. The won- 
der was that those who happily caught copies 


by those less fortunate. 

First the troops arrived, 200 gardes-a-cheval, 
or Emperor's Guard. who wore tunics, with 
silver helmets and breastplates, and red laces 
with pennons. 

Then came one of the most curious parts of 
the procession—twelve led horses, beautiful an- 
mals. perfectly white, caparisoned ia a gorgeous 
fashion, their whole body, neck, and tail in- 
closed iu a housing of yeliow silk, embiaz- 
oned with the imperial eagles, national 
colors,and curious devices. This cloth terminated 
on each side in gold tassels. On their heads 
were plumes of white ostrich featbers. Each 
borse was led by two groome, a third walking 
by its side. The men wore bigh boots and spleu- 
did dresses of biack and gold. At no previous 
pruciamation bad there been more than six. On 
the present occasion six formed part as repre- 
senting tho diguity of the Emperor and six the 
Empress. 

While the crowd was patiently waiting the 
arrival of other troops and the approach of the 
heralds, Prince Viadimir drove past in an open 
eatriage. The Emperors guards shouted: 
“Good health to vou.“ 

Soon after 200 Chevalier Guards, or regiment 
of the Empress, rode to the ground in splendid 
uniforms, which differ slightly from tnose of 
the Emperor's regiment. The helmets have 
golden eagics and large pennons of bine. 

Between the squadrons of the two regiments 
there was an interval for the beralds and mas- 
ters of ceremonies to take up their positions. 
When they appeared there was the greatest ex- 
citement among the crowd. Half a dozen 
gensdarmes rode among the people to clear the 
space. ' 

The two heralds were remarkable fine men. 
They wore magnificent tabards, as if Kings or 
priests themselves. At first sight one was irre- 
gistibly reminded of Henry VIII., as pictured at 
the mecting with the French King on the Field 
of the Cloth of Gold. Their yellow silk 
tabards looked like a mass of gold. On their 
breasts was the laige imperial eaglo worked in 
imperial colors and broad butt top-boots. Their 
horses had white trappings, with emblazoned 
eagles’ and the imperial colors. They were 
accompanied by six masters of ccore- 
monies in full gold-laced uniforms, with 
the Secretary of the Holy Synod and the other 
officiels in court dress. 

The Secretary of the Holy Synod, with another 
court fupetionary, rode out in front of 
the lime. For a moment he was inter- 
rupted by the horse of one 
of the beraids, which suddenly 
beeame restive. With the greatest difficulty the 
rider kept his seat. Some officers luckily closed 
round to prevent bis Lem thrown. Certainly 
that would d been an unfortunate com- 
mencement of ceremonies. 

At last the clock struck 9 and the proclama- 
tion was read for the first time. 

After bugie-bDiasts from the heralds the Sec- 
retary of the Senate read the prociamation as 
follows: a 

“Our most august, bigh, and puissant Sover- 
eign, the Emperor Alexander, baving ascended 
the hereditary throme of the Empire of ali the 
Rusetas, the Kingdom of Poland, and the Grand 
Duchy of Finiand, which are inseparable from 
it, has deigued, following the example of his 
predecessors and their glorious ancestors, to 
command that the holy solemnity of coronation 
aud anointment, in which the Empress will 
participate, shall, with tae help of Aimighbty 
God, be performed the 27th of May. This solemn 
act is announced to all his Majesty's faithfal 
subjects in order that on this 
joyful day cher most fervent prayers 
may be offered to the King of Kings, and that 
they way beseech the Almighty to send grace 
and blessing upon bis Majesty’s reign, for the 
maintenance of peace and tranquillity, to the 
greater glory of His holy name and the coustant 
prosperity of the Empire.“ 

Then followed tne scene of excitement already 
described. Two beralids riding forward threw 
copies of the proclamation broadeast. These 
immediately disappeared among the people. 
Another supply was then forthcommg. _ 

One enthusiastic epectator bad the audacity 
to ask the Secretary of the Holy Synod for a 
copy, trom which de read a column and 
then marched off to the next spot at 
which the ceremony was to be repeated. 
Tuis was ‘nearly in front of the monument of 
Minin and Pojarsky, the bands of the Emperor's 
regiment leading and playing the national au- 
them. 

At the conclusion of the reading of the proc- 
lamation the bands piayed the anthem, and be- 
fore the Secretary commenced four trumpeters, 
two belonging to each regiment, gave a flourish 
of trumpets. 

The Emperor and Empress left yesterday 
eveuing for the Sans Souci Palace, a residence 
which formerly belonged to the Princess Orioff, 
in a lovely park surrounded by a white wail, 
against Zwhich mounted Cossack vidyts with 
little wiry horses and guns slung behind them 
as they sat motioniess, whip in hand, stood out 
with picturesque effect. For three days their 
Imperial Majesties will remain in devout prop- 
aration for the solemn ceremony of Sunday

press have intimated their willingness to atreod 
one reception, Gen. Schwernitz, German Bu- 
bassador, as Doyen of the Diplomatie Corps, 
will wive a grand banquet and ball in their 
honor.

The Archbishops, assisted by a certain num- 
ber of the members of the clergy, await their 
Majestivs at the entrance into these cathedrals, 
and give them the cross to kiss and sprinale 
them with boly water. 

All thistime the Emperor wears the crown 
and mantie, and carries the sceptre and orb, but 
before kissing the holy picture the Ewperor 
gives these ensigns to the persons appoimted to 
carry them in the train, , 

While the train moves the belles ring, a salute 
of lol guns is fired, and the train, in passing the 
troops, is saluted by them to the sound of the 
music and drums. 

When their Majesties enter the Cathedral of 
Michael the Archangel by the northern door, 
the canopy under which they walk is given into 
the hands ef the superior others appointed, 
who carry ittothe doer at the other end, and, 
on the Emperor's leaving, it is taken again by 
the Major-General of the suite and the Aides- 
de-Camp General. From the Cathedral of the 
Annunctauon their Majesties go to the steps 
culled Krasnoie Kryltzo, Where all the persous 
whe follow in the train stop, with the excep 
uon of the ollicers at court, who follow their 
Majesties in the order prescribed Into the inner 


apartments, where their Majesties remain until .

Their Imperial Majesties ascend the throne, 
upon which, beneath the canopy. a table stands 
laid for two persons—for @is Majesty the Em- 
peror, baving her Majesty the Empress on bis 
left. 

Behind their chairs stand their assistants and 
the high functionaries at court. 

The carver places bimself opposit them, and 
the archbatiers to the right and left of the 
table. . 

At the foot of the throne,on each side, are 
four Chevalier Guards with drawn swords, and 
at angles with the last step of the throne two 
beralds-at-aring. 

Facing the throne are the Archimearccbals of 
the Coronation, the Grand Marshal at court, 
the Archmaster of Ceremonies, ana one Court 
Marshal. Behind them are the Grand Masters 
of the Ceremonics, and the masters of ceremo- 
nies with the ensigns of their oilice. 

At the Emperors order the Minister of Fi- 
nance presents their Majestics with the coins 
stamped purposely upon the occasion of the 
coronation. They are then distributed to all the 
persons in the ball by the empioyés of the Min- 
ister of Finance, 

Tho table for the apgust members of the Im- 
peria) family and the foreign Princes is laid in 
that part of the palace known by the name of 
Tainik, and ft is there that the courtiers belong- 
ing to their respective courts present their Im- 
perl Highnesses with the medals stamped pur- 
posely on the occasion of the coronation. 

Upon the order of the Emperor the Arct- 
Marechal, the Grand Court Marshal, the Aren 
Maitre of the Ceremonies, the Court Marshal, 
the Grand Masters, and Masters of Ceremonies, 
having bowed to his Majesty, the Emperor 
leaves the hall to go and fetch the dishes 
(courses), which are brought in by superior offi- 
cers, preceded by the Arch- Marechal, the Grand 
Court Marsbal, thé Areb- Maitre of Ceremuniles, 
and the Coum Marshal. Ompauied on either 
side by two oflicers of the Chevalier Guards 
with drawn swords, and followed by the Grand 
Masters and Masters of the Ceremontes. The 
dishes are placed on the table by the Grand 
Court Marshal and Court Marsoul. 

When the viands are Lrougnht in the Emperor 
takes off bis crown and gives it, with the sceptre 
and orb, into the hands of the functionaries in 
charge. who place them on the table prepared 
for them. 

The Metropolitan now blesses the feast, and 
their Majesties take their seats and when, after 
the first course, his Majesty calis for wine, the 
clergy and the porsous of either sex of the first 
two orders after baving bowed to their Imperial 
Mujesties, seat themselves at the tables pro- 
pared for them. 

The EmbDassado@s and Envoys of foreign courts, 
with their suites, and all the persons iu the hal! 
who do not romain for the banquet, bow to their 
Majesties and retire backward from the ball. 
The members of the Corps Diplomatique, to 
whom a luncheon was previousiy served in the 
“Giit-Hall’’ (Chambre DorGe) leave the palace. 

The persons of the third and fourth orders, the 
marshals of the nobility, such members of the 
nobility as formed part of the train, the aides- 
de-camp-generaux, the major-general (gener- 
eux majors), of his Majesty's suite, his 
Majesty's aides-de-camp, the Secreturies of 
State and the gentiemen of the court, take thoir 
places at tables spread beneath the tents raised 
for this purpose in the court of the grand pal- 
ace of the Kremlin. 

Their imperial Majesties receive likewise, on 
certain days and at certain bouts, the congratu- 
la tions of the ladies. During the presentations 
the imperial ensigns remain cn the tables pre- 
pared tor this pur in the Hall of the Turone. 
at each end of which is stationed a herald at 
arms in costume. ' 

His Majesty is surrounded by the Minister of 
the Household, the Aide-de-Camp-Generai, the 
General Major of the suite of the aide- 
de-camp on duty, the Arvth-Magechu! 
the Grand Court Marshal. the Arch: Master of 
Ceremonies, with the ensigns of big ollice, the 
high dignitaries of Court, one Court Marshal. 
two Grand-Masters of Ceremonics, and four 
Masters of the Ceremonies, with the ensigns of 
their office. All these persons stand to the 
right of the throne, the Court ladies to the 

‘ek. 

8 The Arch-Marechal having received the Em- 
peror’s orders, repeats them to the Arch-Maiire 
of the Ceremonies for the introduction to the 
audience. The latter, assisted by two Grand- 
Masters and four Masters of Ceremonies, exe- 
cute these orders. 

After the banquet their Imperial Majesties 
return to the inner apartments with the same 
train aa upon their arrival.

THE EXCUSE. 

Parts, May 24.—It is semi-oflicially stated that 
the ovject of the French expedition to Mada- 
gascar is to obtain payment of sums due the 
French Government from Madagascar by hold- 
ing the custom-house there as security for the 
amount. If the Hovas continue to resist France 
will impose a treaty placing French savjects in 
Madagascar on the same footing with English 
subjects. The vombardment of Majunga, Maa- 
arascur, by the French lasted six hours, when 
the French troops landed and occupied the 
place. The Hovas suffered great loss. 
EXCITEMENT OF THE MALAGASY ENVOYS. 

Lox Dbox. May 24.—Tite landing of tne French 
in Madagascar bas surprised the Malagasy Em- 
assy, who state that the natives win fight the 
French to the death. Some members of the em- 
vassy will hasten bowie to assist in the defense 
of thetr country. Many rifles newly pur- 
vhased are on their way to Madagascar 
and now rearty due. The Queen of Madagascar 
willissue a loan. It is hoped the Americaus and 
English will assist with arms and monéy.

THE IRISH. 
Ancennsnor CROKE URGES A SURRENDER 
TO THE POPE. 

Limertck, May 24.~The inbabitants of this 
city and county are preparing a hearty welcome 
for Archbishop Croke. The hills and villages or 
the county will be illumiuated tonight ia his 
honor. 

Archbisdop Croke, replying to an address at 
Wicklow depot, said it was the Pope's great 
love for the Irish people that caused bim to be 
so solicitous for their welfare. He was confiaent 
that when the Pope understood the situation 
better the efforts of the priesthood and himself 
for the Irish would be crowned with suceess. 
Time would prove the correctness of his repre- 
semianonus to the Pope. 
the peopie to submit to the Vatican. 

Tucnuces, May %—Arch-bishop Croke, 
preaching from bis pulpit ia the cathedral to- 
day, said the Pope had expressed sorrow that 
Ireland was troubféd owing to the lawless views 
of a certain class and to secret’ societies. 
Arch-bishop Croke exhorted the peo- 
ple not to allow’ a word of condem- 
nation to escape their lips araiust the Pope, 
who, be said, was their best friend. When the 
Archbishop was iu Rome. the Pope, in address 
ing him, said: “lam as good an Irishman as 
you ate.” The Arehbistep expressed bis inten- 
uon of obeying the Popos command. 

IN THE HOUSE OF COMMONA. 

LonbDOon, May 24.—in the House of Commons 
Lord Fitzmauriee, Under foreign Secretary, ro- 
plying to u question, said it had already been 
stated the 19h of March that the Govern- 
ment had never entertained the scheme to es- 
tablish a British resident at the Vatican, and 
Errtpgton bad not since been in the channel of 
communication between the foreign office and 
the Vatican. Erringten received no appoint- 
ment from the Government, and therefore no 
pay. The Pope's circutar to the Irish clerry, he 
said, bad not been issued at the request of the 
British Government. 

Gladstone, replying to Charles Newderate, 
Conservative, said Hart Grauville's letter of last 
year recommending Errington as a gentleman 
of honor and intelligence would remain in forve 
so long as Errington answered that description. 

Sir Henry Wolf, Conservative, commented on 
what he termed the unsatisfactory answers of 
the Goveruament.

A PERSONAL AFFLICTION TO THE AGED

Mme. Drouhet, once an accomplished actress, 
and for many years the honorary housekeeper 
and inseparable friend of Victor Hugo, died at 
hie house at Pussy. This is a terribie blow to the 
vadauaie poet. The deceased lady was on the 
stage, from whieh she retired early, remarkable 
for her beauty, grace, and ladylike refinement 
of diction and deportmeht.

In view of the 
fact that there are in our Western States sev- 
eral thousand adult deaf-mutes who are from 
their infirmity shut out from religious worship 
in our churches, it would seem there is a fertile 
field for missionary labor open for occupancy.

A STRIKING FEATURE. 

A atriking featufe is the exhibit of the Nation- 
al Tube Works Company of — just north 
of the fountain, the centrat figure being ean imi- 
tation of an Egyptian obelisk, and the inclosure 
bemm surrounded with heavy tubing. sur- 
mounted in front by Carter Harrison's Gimous 
eagle. The obelisk is thirty-six feet bigh, and 
ten feet in diameter at base, with four 
large griflins in bus-roiief at the 
corners it w covered with red Turkdé- 
man, tee front se bene bung with various 
sized steam-gages in arabesque patterns, and 
the other three sides being hung with brase t- 
tings representing various Egyptian figures and 
hieroglyphs. The exbibit iacludes various spcel-

CONFLAGRATIONS. 


Burning of a Malt- House and a Pian- 
ing Mit. 

A fire starting in the boiler-room of J. H. 
Pearson & Co.'s planing-mill at No. 774 South 
Canal street last uicht destroyed the mil and 
contents, and then, swept to the north by a stiff 
bréeze, the flames caught in the roof the L. C. 
Huck Malting Company's. malt-house, which 
was damaged to the extent of something like 
$65,000. Pearson's plaumg- mill was a fre- trap 
about 100 by 150 feet in size, a combination of 
brick and wood, and in the main one 
story in hiebt, though there were por- 
tions two stories high. The building fronted 
on Catal and. Lumber stredts, and wus in the 
midst of ap inflammable district. The building 
at night ig in charwe of two men, or at least two 
men uro supposed to be there—a fireman named 
Scholl and another whose name could not be 
loarecd. As a mattor of fact, bowever, it is sad 
that one man only is there during the night, and 
that he is not at all particular as to the theor- 
oughness with which he docs bis work. 

TUB START. 

The fire is said to have started during the ab- 
sende of Scholl from the boller-rbom, and was 
Hirst discovered by a watcbMuan iu Tegtweyer’s 
mill across the street. Ile rau to the corner of 
Canal arid Elgnteenth streets and turned in 
un alarm from box No. l. By the time 
the tirat engines had arrived the entire mill was 
wrapped in flames, aud tie malt-touse was 
threatened thougn a heavy Wall devoid of Oper- 
Ine on the side toward the tire gave rise to w bo- 
liet the flames would not wer a 
hold upon it. Muarebai Semeur turned in a 
secohd alarm at wT o ecwek, four minutes 
utter che box was willed. Thts force was sulli- 
cient to handle the pianing-tmill fire, but when 
volume of tame swept upward 
and the roof ot tho huge walt- 
house burst into n blaze this 
moro sérious aspect of affairs ted Marshal 
Sweate at 10:46 o'clock to call out six additional 
cugines and two truck companies on a third 
ulurm. it was with great dificulty 
war the firemen reacb mait- 
house roof with ‘their streams, and 
for nearly two hours the strroundmg 
neighborbued wus brightly illummated. It was 
u fortunate circumstance that the wind was not 
frot the north, in which cuse a large portion of 
the lumber distriet lying south of Fiftecath 
street would undouMediy huve been destroved. 
The tire wae devoid of uuvewvanlineidents. The 
brightness of the tire attracted a large crowd 
that fuirly blocked the ncignboriug streets and 
wutched the firemen at their perilous work. 


PEARSON & CO.’s LOSS, 


Mr. Granger Farwell, the junior partner of 
the tirm of J. H. Pearson & Co. the owners ot 
the pianing- mill, was about midnight called on 
at bis residence, No. 504 West Monroe street, and 
immediately came to the piace of the disaster. 
Ho waa glad to tind tuat bis extensive lumber- 
yard and his Alu, immediately adjoinomeg the 
mill, conta umg nearly $15,008 worth of stuff, 
bad eseaped, and then begun to gure the loss. 

He estimates the value of the pbuilding de- 
stroyed at 41.500, the machinery at 810,000, the 
engine and boiler at 84.000, the Wagens burned 
at #300, and che stock lu the mill at $10,000, mak- 
ing a total of $26,500. This, from present ap- 
pearances, will prove a total loss. The insur- 
ance umounts in alk to $10.60, 4 
vided in about qual amounts among 
t following companies: Métrupolé of Paria, 

rance,Hanover of Germany. Freemen's of Bai- 
timere, United Firemen’s of Phiuiadeiphia, Im- 
perial and Seottish of London, Kaode Island 
Underwriters’, North German ot Hamburg., 
Standard of London. 

Pearson & Co. bought the mill oniy last Feb- 
ruary, aud bad put it in fiest-classorder. Mr. 
Farwell thought only an aecident could have 
caused the fire, as the utmost viguance was ex- 
ereived in every department. The mill em- 

loyed about sixty bands, who will be kept busy, 

owever, as the work of rebuilding wil be im- 
mediately commenced. 


THE FIREMAN’S STATEMENT. 


A Times reporter found Pearson's flreman, 
Scholl, in the crowd. He seemed Very much 
frightened, and gazed ruefully at the smoki 
rains of tue planitng-mil!l. He says that he and 
„ Mike,’ the night watenman, were in the buiid- 
ine together. They bad tidied up the boller- 
room, and there were do shavings lying 
about. Mike went into another part of the 
building and be stepped imo the engine-room. 
He was woue but a few minutes when he sud- 
denly saw a glare of light and found tne boiler- 
room and sbaving-shed a mass of flames. He 
sont Mike to give the alarm, and went hiasof 
to Tegtmeyer's, where there is a private line to 
a peizhbering ongine house. Tegtmeyer's 
watchinuh, however, dad already seen the fire 
and turned in an alarm. 


THE MALT-HOUSE. 


Mr. L. C. Huck, tiie proprictor of the mait- 
bouse, is in Europe. His father-tao-law. Mr. 
Henry Keukel, was soon at the scene of the firv. 
The latter was somewhat indiggant that the 
firemen bad not let the planing-mili go, and de- 
voted thetr eneriics to saving the malt- house. 
The malt- house, which wad  ofiginaily 
a packing-bouse, is built of brick. Two 
elevators are built at ite south end, 
and are divided by a tire-wall. Elerator A was 
constructed seven years ago, and Elevator R 
three years ano. Elevator Bis tot damared at 
all. The roof of EBlevuter A cavent fre, and 
for a while it looked as if whoie establish- 
ment would go. The artment bad ihe flames 
extinoguigsed, however, by the time that the 
elevator was damaged to the extent of $5,000. 
The rouf and the upper story were destroyed, 
but the remainder of the structure was not 


materially damagoa. The heavy loss, however, 


Was not on the building, but on the dry malt 
stored iu eighteen bins. There were distributed 
in these bine 50,530 bushels of malt, worth in the 
neighborhood of $1.2 a bushel. As it is claimed 
that the grain which is not destroyed by tire is 
irretrievably ruined by water, the loss on the 
uralt would therefore be $68,173 75. 

The building is sixty feet nich. and its dimen- 
sions are 1x40 feet. The bine are forty-tive 
feet deep. Phere are IW men employed in the 
man- house., two gangs relleving can other al- 
ternately day and night. Last night there were 
eight or ten men at work. The clevator, which 
was daniaged to the exteut of $5,000, is valued 
at $30,000 

THE INSURANCE. 

Mr. T. A. Dowden, Secretary of the Board of 
Underwriters, in whieh the iosuranee on 
matt- bouse and contents is placed, said it wdhid 
aggregate about 81.000. divided up amunge 
many companies. This includes about $25,000 
— beld by Seipp on malt stored in the 

ouse, 


Flourtieg Mill Burned. 

Fox pu Lac, Wis., May 24.—[Spécial.]—At 10 
o'clock tonight the West Branch flouring mill 
wus totally destroyed by fire. The mill was lo- 
cated in the outskirts of the city, and was 
owned by Or aoe & Avery, the former bcing 
a Waupon capitalist.

De mill was vaiued at $12.00, and the 
flour, te.. burned will make 
the total loss $15,00.

Commissioner-o!-Puablic- Works Crégier was 
appointed and vontirmed Jan. 3, tor the 
ugexpired second term of Mr. Waller, who had 
been reappointed May 23, 18881.

PROCEEDINGS OF THE THIRD DAY’S SESSION. 

The Right Worthy Grand Lodge Independent 
Order of Good Templars held its third day's ses- 
sion in the Palmer House yesterday. A decision 
of the Right Worthy Grand Templar that an at- 
torney who isa member of the order may de- 
feud a iiquor seller in the courts was discussed 
during the morning and evening sessions. 1t 
was decided to reverse the decision, and 4 rule 
was adopted declaring it a violation of the obli- 
gation entered into fur an attorney who is & 
Good Templar to voluntarily defend a liquor 
dealer. 

Sec. 2 of the constitution was amended as 
follows: 

“The basis of representation shali be as fol- 
lows—viz.: Every Grand Lodge having uader 
its jurisdiction fesse than LO members, one rep- 
resentative: 1000 to 5,000, two representatives; 
5.000 to 10,000, three representatives, and one 
additional representative for each full 5,000 
members: and every W. G. L. shall be entitied 
to one representative.” 

The tax was increased to two cents per mem- 
ber per year. which will make an addition of 
over $6,000 to the annual revenues of the R. W. 
G 


. 

At the evening session the following resolution 
was adopted: 

Resolved, That a committee be appointed to 
wait upon our distinguished feilow-citizen, Gen. 
U. S. Grant, to ascertain, if agreeable to him. at 
what bour it would be most convenient to re- 
ceive a cali from tuts body. 

The Committee on Potitical Action submitted 
its report, in which it urged that the Govern- 
ment should no longer license the liquor traffic, 
and denounced higb license as a movement de- 
vised by the enemy totry and stay the onward 
march of probibition. It urged that the motto 
of the order sbould be extermina- 
tien, and declared that Good Templars 
were not discouraged by the clecuon in Kansas 
or the adverse decision of the Supreme Court of 
lowa. The report was unanimousiy adopted, as 
were resoluuons of sympatuy for the order in 
Ohio. in which money and literature to support 
the amendwent for a constituGopal ameodment 
in that State were piedged. The resolutions 
closed with a request to all members of the or- 
der to aid in disrupting political parties wedded 
to the dramshop by voting oniy for men and 
with such political parties as favor the entire 
suppression of the liquor traffic. Adjourned uu- 
til 9:30 o'clock this murning.

AND A SICK ONE AT THAT-SHE MAKES 
TROUBLE FOR A MEMBER OF THE COUN- 
TY MEDICAL BOARD. 

The Hospital Committee yesterday took up 
the complaint that a Mrs. Jennie Dyer bad been 
operated upon at the College of Pbysicians and 
Surgeous in the course of being taken to the 
County Hospital, and that Dr. McWilliams, one 
of the members of the County Medical Board— 
wbo is also as member of the college faculty— 
bad counteaanced the proceeding. The Doctor 
was present tospeak for himself, and told an 
apparently straight story, denying any kuoow!l- 
edge of the transaction, and asserting that ‘his 
only connection with the case had been his 
sigving ao order to admit the patient to the 
hospital, which was superfluous labor, from 
the fact that the County Agent had 
already given the necessary ,order to 
secure admittance. He insisted that he 
knew nothing of the woman, and had 
not bad ths slightest idea that she was to be or 
bad been taken to the. college, ana, further- 
more, chat it be had known avuything of it he 
wouid not only have refused to sign the order— 
which appears to bave been the extent of his 
connection with the matter—but would also 
have used his influence to have prevented the 
vperation bDemg performed as it had been done, 
knowing that it was iu violation of the rules. 
ete. 

Dr. Newman, who seemed to dave been in- 
etrumental in getting the woman sent to the 
hospital, and also in detaining her at the col- 
lege, was also present, and told bis story. It did 
not entirely agree with the story told by Dr. 
McWilliams as to the circumstances under 
which the order had been signed, nor yet as to 
the Doctor's innocence and ignorance in the 
matter of the performance of the operation, 
butsome allowance must be made, for be was 
excited and before a strange body. 

The Commissioners, however, were inclined 
to the belief, after bearing all of the testimony, 
that Dr. McWilliams, and also the college, 
should be censured, and it was agreed finally to 
presenta report to the board. to that effect, 
though Commissioner Albright insisted upon 
the Doctor's resignation being invited.

Moir’s bird hospital. at No. 308 West Madison 
street, and the littie feathered invaiids hed 
quite a large number of visitors. The hospital. 
which is as curious and as charming a place as 
Dickens ever conceived, has already been 
described in Tux TRirRUNe, but there are many 
peopiec even yet who do not know that there is 
such an institutioa in the worid. 

Climbing a flight of stairs the reporter was 
usbered into two rear rooms made musical with 
the vigorous chirping of nearly a hundred song- 
sters.

ADAM'S DAM 


The Canal Commissioners Again Dis- 
cussing the Water-Power Question. 
Jour, III., May %.—[Specia).}—The State 

Board of Canal Commissioners were bere yester- 
day afternoon, engaged in a legal war with W. 
J. Adam, a promivent manufacturer, over the 
right of Mr. Adam to rebuild his dam and at- 
tach the westend of it to the east side of the 
canal bank, which forms the west bank of the 
river, the water-power of which Mr. Adam 
claims to owa. When the west end of this dam 
was washed out during the ut heavy rain- 
Tall the Cana! Commissioners, who hoid that the 
State has not lost its riparian rights, notified 
Mr. Adam not to connect his dam with the ca- 
nal dank shore. as they beid that the State's 
land extends to the centre of the river, and 
claimed that the dam tlooded the water bac 
upon their bank so as to wash.and wear it away. 
A repair-boat was set to watcb the dam, and 
see that it was not rebuilt. Yesterday Mr. 
Adam commenced to rebuild the dam with 
a large force of men. the canal forces 
made no demonstration till today, when the 
dum-builders were ordered to desist. Not heed- 
ing, a wordy war ensued, which came near re- 
suiting ina free tight. But just at this juncture 
the Canal Commissioners came upon the scene 
with au injunction against Mr. Adam, prevent- 
ing the further construction of the dam or con- 
necting it with the canai-bank. Mr. Adam 
swore out a counter-injuncion against Superin- 
tendent Thomas to prevent interference with 
his men. The board ciaims the injunction does 
not appiy to them nor the State, but simply to 
Thomas, and they propose to defend the inter- 
ests of the State. At preseat it is all quiet. The 
main trouble dates back of this, wheu the Com- 
missioners leased water-power to several manu- 
facturers from the canal. They were enjomed. 
and the case is still pending. Mr. Adam bought 
bie rigot from the Havens, whe owned 
the wuter-power beture the canal was built. 
But the State has been to millions of dollars of 
expense to dig the “deep cut” at Summit, let- 
ting sixfold more water down the Despiaines 
than tiowed down previously. This increased 
water-power Mr. Adam claims, while the board 
denies his right, and claim the right of the Stste 
to lease the surplus power, inaswuch as it nas 
cost the taxpayers ala ge sum, and because Mr. 
Adam never had sullicient water-power only 
during heavy rdins before the“ deep cut” was 
made. How it will culminate cannot be de- 
termined now, though it seems justice is ou the 
side of the Comm |ssi0Rers ana that Mr. Adam is 
excecduigiy greedy. 


PSI UPSILON, 


Celebration of the Semi-Centennial of 
the Great College Fraternity. 

ALBANY, N. I., May 24.—[Special.]—The semi- 
centennial celebration of the founding of the 
Psi Upsilon fraternity has brought together the 
largest number of members that have ever met 
at a society gathering. The convention is 
under the auspices of the Mother Chapter of 
Union College, but the meetings are heid here 
because of the inadequate accommodations at 
Schenectady. Over 200 are in attendance. Of 
the seven men who, in 1833, started this organi- 
zation, whicj now has about 6,000 names on its 
rolls, five are living.

The trees are all clothed with verdure, 
aud the gardens are bright with flowers. Under 
these delightful surroundings the visions of 
bo ybood days come back to me, wheu the Ist of 
May was the time of festal reunions and May- 
pole gatherings; when the.cerements of winter 
were gone, and earth, laughing with flowers, 
put on her brightest gafments, and Nature and 
men rejoiced together. 

For many years my lot has been cast where it 
was fortunate if Muy brought sweiling buds 
upen trees and shrubbery, and May flowers were 
very scarce. 

As I sit today under the broad verenda which 
encioses the plazita (or central court) of my ho- 
tel, the whole air is fragrant with the odors 
from a dozen lilac trees in fullest bicom. 1 


speak of them as “trees,” for I have just 
measured some of them, which, several feet 
from the ground, are over twelve inches 
in diageter. Around the court are 
giant specimens of the pear cactus and 
an immens century plant spreads its spiked 
leaves in a corner of the plazita. There is also 
a tine China tree, whose ciusters of brignt red 
berries contrast well with the deep-greea leaves. 
By the way, the century plant somewhat 
common in the gardens of this country, and I 
have seen some tine specimens growing wiid 
among the foothills of the mountains. 

Las Oruces;is the county-seat of Dona Ana 
County, which is as large us some of our Eastern 
States, covering as it does over 10 miles from 
east to west. and nearly 100 miles from nortù to 
south, yet several counties of New Mexico are 
much larger than Dona Ana. This town and 
La Mesilla, che old county-seat, three miles 
away, are exceptional in New Mexico 
for beauty and tuxuriance of vegetations 
as well as for dwelling improvements. 
The houses are all of adobe, which is far 
better adapted to a hot climate than any 
other, having very thick wails and roof, 
of clay, which make them deligntfally coi in 
summer as well as warm in winter, and some 
have an additional roof of sbeet or corrugated 
iron, whicb prevents any loaks in the jong rainy 
season. Yet the tough adobe clay when weil 
prepared and laid. and supplied with proper 
drainage, rarely leaks except in very severe and 
long-continu storms. he true adobe clay 
when wet is tough like putty, but it is not 
found in all localities. In many places the ciay 
is sandy and porous, and in the rainy seusous 
roots made of it leak like sieves. In such case 
they are tempted to keep addmg to it, until 
the weight becomes dangerous. I myself nar- 
rowly escaped a fatal accident from 
this cause not long ago. With three 
others | was sleeping in a large mining-camp 
house covered with this sandy clay. oa which 
more bad beed added from time to time, until a 
mighty weight rested upon it. The roof timbers 
of heavy cottonwood, eight to ten inches in di- 
ameter, snapped during the night like pipe- 
stems. and with a crash like thunder the whole 
came down, except in the small rner where 
we were lying. Tabies. chairs, and other things 
were crusved beneath the weight. and tne en- 
trance door was biocked, but fortunately a wia- 
dow was near our beds through which we es- 
caped. In the morning when we examined the 
wreck we saw that the great beam directly over 
our beds was cracked three-quarters through. 
Had it falien it would certainiy bave ended the 
career of your correspondent. 

Neariy every bouse has its flower and vege- 
able garden, with orchards and vineyards at- 
tached, and surrounded by adobe walis, over 
which run roses, honeysuc«les, and other vines 
One garden wall l saw was covered witb pear, 
cactus, whose scariet flowers famed briliiantiy. 
There was another fence of growing cactus of 
the. variety called by Mexicans “ Eatrenia,” 
whose stems were straight and slender, full of 
thorns, but presenting a line of beautiful flow- 
ers at the top. Most of these well- improved 
places are the property of Americans, but 
some of the wealthier Mexicans are also fond of 
flowera, and their gardeas are brilliant with 
color, 

IRRIGATION. 

The great acequia, or irrigating canal, con- 
ducted for miles from the river. traverses the 
towns, and small side ditches lead into every 
garden, as well as distribute the water to the 
Outiying fleids. Shade-trees are pianted ulong 
the aceyuias and in the gardens. furnishing a 
vista of green deligbttul to che senses, in a land 
which when distant from water courses is so 
arid and desolate. The fields are all green with 
wheat and bariey, and the peaches, appies, and 
other truit of tnis valley are famous. The 
grapes, too,are for size and flavor equal to 
those of California, and are largely cultivated 
here. r. T. J. Bull, of Mesiilia, who is the 
leading grower of grapes, claims that they are 
superior to the California, in that they have 
more sugar. He telis me that be sold last yeur 
5.500 gallons of wine and about 14W of brandy 
of his own distiilation, which shipments he ex- 
pecs to largely increase during the present 
year. . 

Las Cruces is really the Capital of Southern 
New Mexico, and the new blocks of stone buiid- 
ings and dweliimgs prove its prosperity. It bas 
an advantage over its older rival, La Mesilla, in 
being the railroad point. The United States 
land office has recentiy been moved here from 
La Mesilia. This controls all the business con- 
nected with public lands iu Southern New Mex- 
ico, and the Register, Col. George D. Bowman, 
informs me that the business is rapidly increas- 
ing from entries of stock ranges, miceral and 
agricultural lands. There are three good botels 
ane 2 number of stores whose sheives are well 
filled. 

The Sisters of Loretto have very pleasant 
buildings and a fine garden connecigd with their 
convent scbool*oi “La Visitacion.” I called 
there this morning and the Lady Superior, Sister 
Praxedes, very kiadly showed me through the 
schuol. The brown-faced children were very 
tidy in gppearance and by request | ekamived 
one of classes in geography and found its 
members bright and intelligent Afterwards 
she led me through the gardens and thered 
me a bouguet of roses which would have 
charmed our Eastern ladies, they were so beau- 
tiful and fragrant. 

This is the garden of the Rio Grande Valley 
simply because it has been made so. A great 
many other portions could be made equaliy 
protitable and attractive by the exercise of 
similar taste, industry, and enterprise. 

Fifteen miles to the eastward of Las Cruces 
are the Organ Mountains, which are peculiar in 
the tail groups of rocky spires, like fluted peaks, 
which mark their crests, and stand like organ- 
pipes against the sky. The miners say that 
when the winds blow sbarp and strong up the 
mountain sides and through the narrow pas- 
sages they whistie psalm tunes, but this I can- 
not verify. There is considerable mining done 
upon the western slope of the Organ Mountains, 
and they have acamp called Organ City. Some 
very rich mineral, both in gold and silver, bas 
been fouad, but the explorations bave not been 
sufficient as yet to reveul any large or perma- 
nent bodies of ore. I saw the mill returns of 
one car-load of siiver ore shipped from one of 
these mines. It was so good that [ made a min- 
ute of it. The amount of ore shipped was 27,245 
pounds, and the net returns above all shipping 
and milling charges were $12,381.98. On one lot of 
1,869 pounds the net return was $1,806.06. The 
ore was a suipbide of silver witb a little carbon- 
ate of copper. Some extremely rich masses of 
gold ore have also been found. 


THE FLOODS. 


As I statedin my lust letter I have seen but 
very little arabie land except in the Valley of 
the Rio Grande. Tus river is the Nile of New 
Mexico, and its annual fivod comes just at the 
time of yeur when tne greatest amount of water 
is required for grows crops. In all of the 
short and local streams the seasons of high 
water are in the very early ¢pring and again in 
August and Sepiember, after the ruinv seasons 
here. During the intervals there is not suffi- 
cient water for irrigation purposes. The floods 
in the Kio Grande come with the melting snows 
of che mountains of @olorado, cominencing in 
May and continuing until July or August.

They often plow witb a 
crooked stick, and the hoe is their scythe, sickle, 
and reaper.

They asa rule tive in villages and cultivate 
smali fields upon their outskirts. Living as they 
do, and possessing a soil which under irrigation 
is wonderfully productive, they require but 
little ground to cultivate. For thie reason at 
points between their villages there are large 
tracts of unoccupied lands subject to entry, 
which are being rapidly occupied by Americans. 
An impression prevails somewhat at the North 
and East that the inertia of this people is due 
largely to some enervating intiuence of the c- 
mate. Thisisan error. The climate is superb, and 
the air exhilarating rather than enerva 1 1 
ba ve been here in all seasons, and know of no 
climate where [| can exert myself so freely with 
80 little exhaustion. is universal record 
of American settiers. Rarely does the mercury 
rgnge over d degrees in the hottest summer- 
v. and the summer beat are almost invaria- 
bly tem by pleasant breezes. I have never 
heard of a case of sunstroke here. The nights 
are always cool, requiring blankets for com 
and free from mosquitos, and sieep is sweet 
restful. I have never seen a mosquito- bar in 
New Mexico, nor have I ever felt the need 
one. As have said before, taken as a whole 
the country is not beautiful or attractive to the 
eye. The meuntain scenery is at many points 
wonderfully beautiful and picturesque. But 
apart from the mountains and che few river 
valleys the country is one vast cattle-range. 
This is its greatest industry and source of 
wealth, and this 1 will make the subject of 
another letter.

SMOKE, 


The Inspector at Cioctnanati Laboring 
to Secure a Better System of Preven- 
tion or Cure. 

CINCINNATI, O., May 24.—(Special.]—Smoke- 
Inspector Olnaber bas prepared a new Smoke 
‘ordinance, which he will introduce at the next 
meeting of the Board of Councilmen. in an in- 
terview today he said: “The present ordinance 
will not do. I cannot prevent smoke under it. 
There is no device in use that will effectuaily 
consume or burn smoke. Yet the ordinance 
says furnaces sbail be constructed or altered so 
as to consume or burn their smoke. The only 
way is to prevent smoke from forming in the 
first piace, so L have corrected the ordinance to 
read ‘prevent’ instead of ‘consume.’ There 
are preventing devices which can be used. [ 
suggest that the new ordioance provide that 
‘any person employed to attend a furnace as 
foreman or stoker who shall negiect to properly 
use any smoke-prevention device attached to 
his furnace, or who faiis to fire properly, or 
fails to use all proper precaution to prevent 
smoke, shall, upoa conviction, be fined not less 
than $10 nor more than $50, or be imprisoned in 
the workhouse for not less than ten or more 
than thirty days, or both.’ I also wish it made 
unlawful for any person to te employed 
as stoker unless he first take out a license, which 
may be revoked by the Smoke-Inspector if the 
stoker negiects his duties. Ibave provided in 
the ordinance that the Inspector sball give the 
Chief-of-Police the names of ali — a. who 
have smoke-consuming devices. Chief is 
then to furnish polhcemen with names of such 
persons in their districts. Ine poiltce will re- 

rt what furnaces make unnecessary smoke. 

‘he Inspector shall have the privilege of in- 
specting furnaces at any time.“ ; 

The Smoke- Inspector is considerably dis- 
turbed over the newspaper attacks on 
his administration oof the office. He 
says: “Smoke prevention can't be accomplished 
at once. They want me here to do in six months 
what they bave been trying to do thirty years in 
Eurland.“ There has been some abatement of 
the smoke nuisance since the present ordinance 
went into effect, but the expectation bas not 
been fulfilled.

FINANCIAL. 


The local money market was less active yes- 
terday and easy.

It is estimated that the decision just rendered 
ijn Washington that the law repealing bank 
taxes which went into effect Jan. 1 will save the 
Chicago banks about $300,000. 

The recent advance in sterling exchange is 
due largely to the fact that higher rates for 
money prevail in London than on this side the 
ocean.

The result of this would bave deen 
lower prices for product had it not been for the 
strength in wheat, and that operated least on 
lard because the article was unloaded by a lead- 
ing long about as fast as the market would bear 
it. The selling was chietly on the near futures, 
especially June, which accounted for the rei- 
ativg strength in August iard. There were very 
few outside buying orders on the floor for any- 
thing for future delivery, the trading being 
mostiy local, and involving a good deal of turn- 
ing over to provide for June deliveries, which 
will be in order a week from today. There was 
& much better shipping inquiry for pickled 
meats, but saited lots were not much wanted. A 
good mapy people thought that tho angel“ 
who has utly been troubiing the pool is try- 
ing his best to get out, notwithstanding the ru- 
mor of three days ago that a bia pile of money 
had been borrowed for the purpose of carrying 
the deal three months longer. 

Flour was unusually quiet, but strong. Some 
holders advancea their asking figures, and the 
limits of shippers seemed to be too low to per- 
mitarespunse except in the negative. There 
was only a light local trade. The coarse mill 
stuffs were dull and a sade easier. 

Wheat was active and strong, almost to buoy- 
ancy. The market advanced on Change 2c on 
June, closing at $1.12%, and closed 2%c higher 
for July, at SIL. IK. with August Ie above July, 
and the more deferred futures relatively strong. 
The British markets were reported duil, and our 
receipte were up to the recent average, while 
the weather here was warm and springlike. Bat 
the advance of nearly le the previous after- 
noon, though not recognized officialiy by the 
Board ot Trade, was sustained from the outset 
with good buying. The only exvianation that 
could be given of this, up to about II o'clock, 
was @rumor that arrangements were in prog- 
ress for exporting a large part of the wheat 
now in store bere. Later it came out that 
a prominent firm had received a host 
of advices, the average tenor of which 
was a really deplorabie outlook for winter 
wheat in IIlinols, Indiana, Ohio., and Missouri, 
with poor prospects for Kansas. There was 
also a decrease of nearls 500,000 bu in the visibie 
supply reported for last week, instead of the 
expected increase of 250,000 bu. This.sent up 
prices still further, with a vigorous filling by 
the shorts, which was moderately supplied by 
long holders. The demand for cash lots was not 
80 active, but they were firmer in sympathy 
with futures, and the freight engagements were 
quite large for wheat. The stocks in store will 
show a big reduction next Tuesday. On the 
afternoon call the market was again stronger, 


July. selling up to $1.16% and closing at $1.15\%. 


On the open board July was quoted later at 
$1.15% bid. 

Corn was rather sluggish, but stronger, ad- 
vancing %, and closing %c above the latest 
prices of Wednesday, at 56e for June and 5890 
for July, with August at dose. The English 
markets were only quiet and steady, while our 
receipts were a little larger, and expected to in- 
crease. But it was raining in Iowa, and wheat 
was stronger, while there was again active char- 
teriug of freight room, though it is probable 
most of this room was taken to prevent a fur- 
ther accruing of storage charges on corn, al- 
ready heid in store. There was a smaller de- 
mand ror the current offerings, shippers pro- 
fessing themselves unable to act at a further 
advance. There was a fair demand for futures 
early in the day, but it was soon checked by the 
alleged disdovery that certain longs had decided 
on unloading a big line of July corn on 
the markets. Prices then shaded a little, 
with not much doing for the rest 
of the session, but the market was sustained by 
sympathy with wheat. It seemed to be gener- 
ally supposed on ‘Change that there is no good 
reason to apprehend a short corn crop. On the 
afteruoon cail the market was steady. 

Oats opened quiet at about Wednesday's clos- 
ing, but shortly after in sympathy with the 
boom in wheat jumped up e, the latter in 
June, in which there was for a time an active 
trading. Later the largely increased receipts 
bulletined weakened the market, the eutire ad- 
vance being lost within a very short time, June 
dropping %@Xc below the latest figures of 
Wednesday. The market closed steady at a loss 
of le on the regular board. No. 2 spot sold 
at 414%@4l%c and the year at Ges.

The Uaten Pacific to Build an Inde- 
Pendent Line to the Pacific Coast, 

The extension of the Southern Pacific by thé 
Central Pacitic people to New Orleans, from 
whieh point it has an outlet to the seaboard by 
steamship lines which it also coutrols, is causing 
much anhoyance to the Union Pacitic, as it no 
longer gets all the Pacific business from the 
Ceutral Pacific, much of it being diverted via 
the New Orleans and Southern Pacific route, and 
& pordon goes to the Rio Grande at Ogden. It 
is reported that the Union Pacific is now consid- 
ering plans for the extension of its road to San 
Francisco, that it may be entirely independent 
of the Central Pacific. The Union Pacific 
purchased about two years ago the 
Sait Lake & Western Road, with the evident 
purpose of extending it to the Pacific coast, and 
this scheme is now to be carried out.

Every outlet 
west of Utah Territory is now controlled by the 
Central Pacific, this company having succeeded 
thus far in choking off every attempt to build an 
independent line to the Pacitic soast. It has its 
own line via the Southern Pacilic to New or- 
leans; it convects with the Santa

Pacitic at El Paso, with the Atlantic Pacific at 
the Colorado River, with the Union Pacitic and 
the Denver & Rio Grande at en.

New Roads to the Upper Peninsula of 
Michigan. 

The announcement is made that the Detroit, 
Marquette & Mackinaw Raiiroad is to be imme- 
diately extended from Marquette to the iron 
mines, and that a branch live is to be built from 
the main line to Sauit Ste.

The 
position of General Superintendent on the 
Alton will not be filled again, and the duties of 
the place will be performed by Assistant Gen- 
eral Manager C. H. Chappell, in addition to his 
other duties. 

Collins & Stevens, the contractors for grading 
on the Oregon Short-Line of the Union Pacific 
Railway, arrived in Omaha yesterday to see 
President Dillon. They have neariy 4,000 men 
employed on the grade between Glen’s Ferry 
and Burnt River, and expect to have it finished 
by the middle ot August perbaps, or certainly 
by the Ist of September.

The latter, in suing for damages, was de- 
feated, and an appeal taken to the Supreme 
Court of the State. Here the decision of the 
lower court was affirmed, the Judge boiding 
that a regulation of a railroad company, pro- 
vidmy tor the sale of tickets at a reduced rate, 
upon condition that they be used only by the 
person purvhasing the same, is reasonable and 
proper, and a third party cannot acquire the 
right to travel oa them. 

The city authorities of Philadeiphia have 
been notified by the President of the North 
Peunsylvanla Railroad that 3,087 shares of that 
company’s stock stand to the credit of the city 
on its books, a fact hitherto unknown to the 
present city authorities. It seems that stock 
dividends have been issued by the company at 
various times, ond the city baving owned 30,570 
shares of stock (which have since deen soid) 18 
entitled to 8.087 shares, of which the city au- 
thorities had nu knowledge until notified by the 
company. The Secretary uf the commission 
was instructed to make an examination of the 
records of the railway company, and aiso to 
make a special report on the subject to the City 
Council. The market value of the stock is 
$62.50, and the city’s 3,087 shares are thus worth 
$208,372, which with the accumulated dividends 
of $82,557, to which the city may or may not be 
eutitied, makes a total of 5200.

PROTECTION? 


What It Has Failed to Do for the Iron- 
workers at Joliet—A Sham and a be- 
lusion, 

Jouret, III., May 21.—[Specia! Correspond- 
once. ] -A tour through the various industrial 
institutions, the mills, factories, ana quarries of 
this manufacturing city, and a general conver- 
sation with the artisans and laborers employed, 
has revealed to your correspondent a prevailing 
political sentiment anything but flattering to 
our political aposties who have so long preached 
“ protection ” as the sovereign panacea fur pov- 
erty, “pauper labor,” and panies. There are 
nearly 4,000 workingmen employed in the vari- 
ous industries here, and not one could be found 
who does aot bear a strong feeling of antipathy 
against a political system that they find falis to 
extend the least aid to ‘honest labor, but, on the 
other hand, allows and legalizes to their detri- 
ment cheap convict-iabor to compete with free 
industry, and tolerates a system of gambling, 
cornering, pooling, and manipulating in indus- 
trial products and speculative values that tend 
to financial revulsions and depressions that un- 
settle prices generally and jeopardize the inter- 
ests of the industria! classes. 

LABORERS OPENING THEIR EYES. 

Protection at first was a winning word, It ap- 
pealed to the pocket. Workingmen, especially 
in manufacturing localities like this, were easily 
led to believe that without it manufacturers 
would be forced to close or pay pauper-labor 
prices, and that with it prosperity and uninter- 
rupted flush times would reign. But more 


recent ＋ ha ve set them to think ing. 
They see skii ish mechanics ing 


rate here. 

see manufacturers and capitalists becoming 
wealthier. while they are becoming more im- 
poverished, or barely, by the most stringent 
economy, keeping even. They see that no 
restrictions are placed upon immigration: that 
all classes of labor are free to come and com- 
pete; that high tive tariff on industry is a 
matter not even thought of by political econo- 
mists. Their labor is their capital, and they 
wonder why it is not as important to protect 
thelr capital as that of the manufacturers, 


PROTECTION DOESN’T PROTECT. 


In short, they have learned that 
doesn’t protect, except to the fav 


the majority. Their 
measure of such matters is experieice; they 
have given it a trial as they would a newly-in- 
vented mechanical appliance, which, when they 
find it doesn’t work satisfactorily,is laid aside. It 
seemed at firstlixea rich lead, but it hasn't 
“panned-out” well. They see that all the evil 
resguits of tariff-tinkering, gambiimg in ficti- 
tious values, stock-jobbing, pools, syndicates, 
and capital manipulation fail directly or indi- 
rectly upon the luboring oe iodustrial classes. 
They see that legisiadon is subservient only to 
the interests that produce these results, and 
they at once assume the attitude of malcontents 
and kickers, and justly 80. 

LABOR ARRAYED AGAINST CAPITAL. 

Thus labor is arrayed against capital, when 
they should march band in hand; thus are 
identical interests pitted against each other: and 
thus are brought t all the troubies that ex- 
ist today in the industrial worid all over the 
country. Labor is subject to the whim and 
caprice of capital un the one hand, and iegisia- 
tion toadies to it and operates according to its 
bebests on the other.

They have come to 
regard the protection. that bas n held up to 
them with ridicule and contempt—as a curse 
in comparison with which free trade is a biese- 
ing. Thue, in the strongholas of protection it is 
becoming odious, and when the ballots of the 
next campaigu are counted the verdict of the 
industrial millions will be found to read: We. 
the jury, have weighed it in a balance and it 
bas been found wanting.”

SUN-SPOTS AND THE WEATHER, ~ 

The remarkable auroral displays and sun-spots 
of last year are the text of an interesting paper 
in the Popular Science Monthly, by Mr. Garrett 
P. Serviss. Mr. Serviss prints with his paper 
several views of the principal changes that 
occurred in great sun-spot that was to be 
observed duriti® the magnetic storms of Novem- 
ber, these views being copies of drawings that 
were wade at the telescope. The spot in ques- 
tion, counting its entire surtace, was 60.000 miles 
long and 40,000 wide, and therefore had an area 
of 2,400,000,000 square miles, or about twelve 
times the area of the earth. In order to produce 
the changes in the spot which the telescope 
revealed, Mr. Serviss says: Masses of gaseous 
matter many times greater than the earth in 
volume must have been huried and whirled 
about with tremendous velocity.“ Milton's 
description of the battling elements of 
chaos, through which Satan fought his 
way. “would apply, though inadequately, 
to the scenes of chaotic fury of which 
such a sun-spot is the theatre.“ Mr. Serviss 
notes, in conclusion, that the recent sun-sp ot 
experience has furnished & good deal of evi- 
dence in favor of the views of those who think 
aconnection can be traced between suno-spots 
and the weather. The last two years and the 
beginuing of the present year have been re- 
markabie for cyclones, tornadoes, storms, and 
floods, and, in coincidence with these disturb- 
ances,huge spots and other evidences of com- 
motion have appeared in the sun. He believes 

this ee of che sua-spot question offers a 
splendid field for investigation. 

[Similar views were advocated in a series of 
articles in Tux TRIBUNE just thirteen years ago. 
Such views area little more popular now than 
then, but not more true. ]

~ Tax—Story of a Wrecked Sailor, 


Give Us More Light. 

One of the wost disastrous storms that has 
ever visited Lake Michigan has come and gone, 
ana in its track ts scattered the floating débris 
that tells but too piainly of the dreadful ruin it 
has wrought. The many craft that have been 
more fortunate and arrived in port all bear evi- 
dence of their encounter with the storm-tossed 
waves by damaged rigging, spliutered spars, and 
leaking hulls. Beneath the waves are many 
lifeless forms, who also perished in the storm, 
and will sooner or later be washed ashore. 

What brings the subject nearer home to the 
people of Chicago is the fact that so many lives 
were lost in sight of their very doors, and con- 
nected witb this thought is the fact that some 
of them perished because of the dangerous con- 
dition of Chicago’s port of. entry. Had there 
been no Obstrucmons in the barbor vessels could 
have more easily been brought in, and the dam- 
age 2 would not ha been near as 
great. Had proper lights been played to en- 
able mariners to find the entrance of tne.river 
and guard them  againgt ob- 
structions, one life at jeast would 
bave been saved. But through these defects 
vessels were buried against breakwaters, 
crushing their timbers and og terror 
among their crews, until in theif freazy they 
jumped overboard, and were either drowned or 
bad narrow escapes. ‘This fact demands the ja- 
mediate attenuon of the proper authorities, and 
there is a clamor arising from mariners for 
some improvement in this direction. Petitions 
are to be circulated to this effect at once by men 
deeply interested in the commerce of the 
lakes, and their requests should 
be at once granted. There 16 nO ex- 
cuse for the unprotected condition of 
the harbor, nor is there any plausibie reason 
why so dangerous an obstacie as eed 
terior break water should be allowed to remMain 
unlighted, or almost so., The official having 
charge of its construcdon says that he can but 
erect temporary lights until the breakwater is 
completed aud turned over to the Lighthouse 
Board, and that he has obtained the best lights 
possible for that purpose. But this is not 
enough; it may be years before the work is fin- 
ished, and the danger that arises calls for some- 
thing better, some more substantial light, that 
will permit of pavigators guiding their vesseis 
into harbor without bemg compeli to cast 
their anchor, and remaining outside until the 
break of day. ‘The present signa! lights,if such 
they may be called. are but twenty feet above 
the water’s level, and on stormy nights they are 
iuvariably extinguished by the wind or 
beavy breakers that are dashed high above 
them. The lighthouse on the porth pier is of 
but little utility to vessels entering the barbor. 
The board have signifed their intentions of ex- 
tending it out to che end of the pier as soon as 
the breakwater is completed, but it should 
be done at once, and not deferred un- 
til another such disastrous storm 0c 
curs. There is also a movement on 
foot to obtain a steam fox-signal to be placed at 
some convenient place in the barbor, and the 
following petition has been drawn up and will 
be circulated today: 

To the Honorable Lighthouse Board, Wash- 
ington, D. C.: The recent gale on our inland 
lakes, and more especially in the vicinity of this 
port, having been so disastrous to both life 
and property, warrants us to ask of 
ro thejlocating of a Siphon Danger Whistle to 

located at the mouth of the barbor in the 
most available location; also that the lights on 
the outer breakwater, now constructing, be 
kept or located in such a manner as not to en- 
danger their extinguishment on nights when 
gu les are blowing, and when the want of suffi- 
cient lights are Of vital importance to shipping. 


After the Sterm. 

A TRIBUNE reporter yesterday went along the 
lake shore from Thirty-ninth street to Sixty- 
eighth street in search of the bodies of the 
victims of Monday's storm and of any débris 
which might afford a clew to the fate of any of 
the missing vessels. His errand was unsuccess- 
ful. The wreckage which lines the shore is 
so badly shattered that no opinion could be 
formed as to its identity. A vessei’s rudder 
however, entire and undamaged, lies high and 
dry on the beach near the foot of Sixty-first 
street. It is about tifteen feet in length and 
tour feet in breadth at its widest part. No name 
or fragment of lettering was found ou anything. 

The storm bas produced a noteworthy change 
for miles on the character of the land lying 
next to the lake sbore. ween the canal, 
which feeds the artificial lakes of the East 
South Park and the Hyde Park Water Works 
the country for blocks is under water, 
and thousands of lake guils and terns— 
a smaller species of gull—were hovering 
over localities where they were never before 
seco. From the lake shore the sand beach rises 
in a slight slope and again decliues. The im- 
mense waves forced their way over this slight 
ridge and poared an enormous volume of water 
in upon the lowlands. This water now lies like 
an inland sea, and seems to have no way to 
join its parent body of water. The en- 


 croacbing lake carried with u My wet yey ey of 


sand whicb was spread for hundreds of feet in- 
land to the depth of three and four feet ia many 
piaces. This sand, saturated with water, forms 
a veritable quicksand, end there is no rest for 
the unwary explorer until he reaches a point 
more or less near bis waist, according to his 
length of limb. 

The beach, too, in this locality is scarcely 
recognizabie. In places where the land was 
wooded to the water's edge, large trees, many of 
them several feet in diameter, have been wasbed 
out and lie strewn along the beach. It is ho ex- 
aggeration to state that at one point fully a 
quarter of an acre has been eaten out, and the 
sbore-line entirely changed. 

The inquest beld yesterday over the body 
taken from the lake at South Chicago Wednes- 
did not establish its identity. The jury were in- 
clined to believe the body that of a sailor, but 
no Dupers or effects which would give the slight- 
est clew to his occupation were föuud on him. 

The schooner L. J. Conway still lies on the 
beach at the foot of Fifty-ninth street, and ap- 
pears to be but little the worse for her rough 
ex perience. 

One by one the vessels occasioning alarm are 
turning up, and bopes are now expressed that 
the number of vessels wrecked will be narrowed 
down to those already reported. News m 
the echooner Newsboy. reported missing, 
was regeived yesterday that she did not finish 
loading at St. Joseph Island until Tuesday 
night, and consequently was not exposed to the 
furies of the storm. 

The big propeller City of Rome is safe, and, 
although she has been detained by the storm, a 
ae from Port Huron states that she passed 
that port today. This is, indeed, good news to 
those whowere somewhat alarmed as to her 
safety. 

Inquiry after the schooner Young America 
has thus far resulted in nothing being beard of 
ber whereabouts, but she may have been de- 
tained at some small port. She is many days 
overdue, and is crenti much alarm to those 
having friends on board. 

AT MILWAUKEE. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., May 2%4,—(Special.]—If the 
the schooner Lillie E. is released from the 
beach it wit! be in tar worse condition than sup- 
posed.

, The Wreck of the Raynor. 

The Detroit Free Press contains the following 
grapbic account of the wreck of the barge 
Raynor and narrow escape of the crew as re- 
lated by the mate: 

They left Aipena in tow of the tug Cowie, in 
company with the barge W. W. Stuart, tne 
Raynor being No. 2. They were struck by the 
north wind between 5 and 6 o'clock Sunday aft- 
erneon. About midnigat, when off Point Aux 
Barques, the tow-line — and the Raynor 
was left to shift for herseif. The wind was 
biowing a gale, and the sea rollt terribly. 
Whether the tug kuew the line parted or not be 
does not know. The mate coming on watch at 
midnight, be kept the Raynor before the wind 
and booming along at a good pace until he went 
off. Soon after the Captain came on Watch he 
fost control of the boat and she got into the 
trough of the sea, losing her foresail. At this 
time they were ut where the boat is now. 
The large ancho® was let go, but it went on the 
wrong side of the bows, and small anchor 
was then let go but failed to catch. The crew 
then wanaged to throw the anchor-chain over 
to the other side of the bows, and she was safe 
for a time. The seas were washing completely 
over ber all this time, and the deck-load of 
lumber down to the rall was washed overboard, 
the mate says nota board being shoved over. 
The Raynor lay in this position all day Monday 
and Monday night. This morning the propeiler 
China, going down, come within bailing distance 
and she wus signaled. Captain rosponded 
at once and rounded-to to take the menu out of 
their perilous condition. When the Captain 
saw the China round-to he immediately launched 
the yawl and the whole party got safely 
into it, although the cook fell into 
the water and came near getting drowned.

Instead of 
passing the line to the man in the bows he bung 
on and was pulled on board the propeller. The 
China again end again tried to throw them a 
line, jrounding-to five times, but at last the mate 
told them to goon and they would make for 
shore, which they did, coming in without acci- 
dent. A number of people had watched the 
maneuvering of the China, and when the yawi 
neared shore noticed it and were on hand to 
lend them a helping band. cook was in an 
almost helpless condition, but she was cared for 
at once, and now “ail hands and the cook 
are happy.
